She was taken to St. Luke's 
Hospital, only a few blocks away, but 
died soon afterwards. Death was due 
to internal injuries receiged in her fall.

“TY believe Dr. Magoon made, in| 

good faith, the agreement to put the 
fire escapes on the schoo] buildings,” 
said Commissioner Smith, “I am sure 
it is not his fault that the agreement 
has not been carried out. 
+ “The State law specifically provides 
that all school buildings of three 
stories er more shall have exterior 
fire escapes attached to the walis and 
extending solidly to the ground. 

‘The Board of Education has not con- 


tended that the fire escape law does 
not apply te school buildings. It at- 
tempts to evade the law on the tech- 
nicality that the State cannot prosecute 
itself, its attorneys holding that the 
Board of Education is a part of the 
State. 

“At the time we had the matter up 
in 1908 Dr. Magoon said he was willing 
to have warrants issued against himself 
if his agreement was not carried out. 

‘Despite the willingness of Dr. Ma- 
goon to be prosecuted as head of the 
Board of Education, the Prosecuting 
Attorney refused to issue warrants 
when I called his attention to the fact 
that only two buildings, out of about 
50, had been equipped with fire escapes, 
in accordance with the agreement to 
which he was a party. 

‘“T understand the Board of Education 
has complied with the recommendations 
of the Fire Prevention Bureau with re- 
spect to the basements, but that is no 
reason why fire escapes should not be 
put on as the law requires, and the 
safety of the children demands.’’ 

In an interview Friday Dr. Magoon 
states that his agreement with the 
Building Commissioner has been carried 
out in many instances. It was carried 
out with respect to the Columbia and 
Bryan Hill schools only, according to

Youth Declares He Organ- 
ized “Gang” to Replenish 
Family Purse. 


Three boy house-breakers, who com- 
mitted seven burglaries within the last 
month by means of common house keys 
and augers from a toy carpenter shop, 


are under arrest at the Magnolia Ave- 
nue Police Station Friday. Each is 16 
years old. 

Willlam Ferguson, the leader, who 
ives at 1122A South Boyle avenue, wept 
as he confessed the thefts and shrunk 
away when shown a %8-caliber revolver 
which he carried during the escapades. 

“Tl was afraid of that gun,” he said. 
“If anybody had interrupted us I would 
have thrown the pistol away and run.” 

His companions are Erwin Wolfsber- 
ger, 26831 Swan ‘avenue, and Roy Fiat- 
bush, 1314E South Boyle avenue. 

A sweet tooth and a taste for tobacco 
led to their capture. They were the 
envy of the boys in the viginity because 
of the pockets full of cigars they had, 
the bags of cakes and the expensive 
briar pipes. When the police, suspect- 
ing that a gang of boy bandits was at 
work because,of the crudeness of their 
operations, questioned the youths of the 
vicinity, they immediately pointed out 
the ‘“‘wealthy’’ trio.

His father is Henry Ferguson, a Unit- 
ed Railways condut¢tor, living at 2012 
Cass avenue, and his mother is Mrs. 
Anna Ferguson. 

“I couldn't think of any way to get 
money without stealing it,’’ wept the 
boy, ‘“‘and we were to be evicted if the 
rent wasn’t paid. 

“I suggested to Erwin Wolfsberger 
that we become burglars, and he agreed 
it would be a great adventure. We got 
tha door keys from our homes and one 
night tried them on a lot of doors in 
the neighborhood. We found that they 
would work.

Effort to Increase Fund Gets| 
Unexpected impetus at 
Meeting. 
The movement started two weeks ago 


among prominent Jews of the city to 


increase the income of the Jewish 
charities from $45,000 to $75,000 or $100,-

Abel Davis, a Chicago lawyer, told 
how the Chicago Jewish charities had 
an income of $300,000 a year. He then 
called on the St. Louls young men and 
inside of an hour the sum was raised. 

Charles Stix, presiding at the meeting, 
announced that he would raise his sub- 
scription $1,000. Other of the older 
leaders of the Jewish charities ,move- 
ment, who also hgve raised their sub- 
scriptions are Col. Moses Schoenberg, 
Aaron Fuller, William Stix, Elias Mi- 
chael, Aaron Waldheim, Sigmund Baer, 
Ben Altheimer and David Eisman.

The ‘safe’ part 
of the Governor's 
plan willhavenoth- 
ing to do with the 
number of glasses 
of red lemonade 
the boy drinks. 
As in time past, 
he can absorb all 
the stomachache 
he can pay for. 
And the “‘sane’’ part will not keep any- 
body from whooping things up for the 
home ball team. 

What the Governor is figuring on, 
and what he has instructed the Police 
Board’ to do, is to stop the sale of 
“dangerous” fireworks.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., March %.—In a 


statement issued here yesterday from 


the offices of the Southwestern coal! op- 

erators associated, it is.denied that the 
action of the special convention of the 
United Mine Workers of America, now 
in session in Cincinnati, will have bear- 
ing on the conditions in the Southwest- 
ern fields. 

The operators in» Missouri, Kansas, 
Oklahoma and Arkansas, the statement 
declares, are firm in their determina- 
tion to stand by their refusal of the de- 
mands of the miners. 

A rumor was afloat recently to the 
effect that the operators of the South- 
western field would grant an increase of 
6 per cent instead of the 15 per cent 
asked for by the miners.

The public intrusts the 
safety “of the children to the board, and will hold 
the board to rigid accountability. 

We assume that President Moore and his asio- 
cilates on the School Board want to do right, and 
to protect the school children from any possible 
danger of fire. 

Has this been done? A writer in a magazine 
has declared that St. Louis has unsafe schools. 


| She designates the schools by name, and tells 


why they are unsafe. | 

Fire Chief Swingley declares that some of the 
old schoo! buildings are fire-traps, and: should 
have outside stairways so that a sure means 
of exit would be provided should the inside stair- 
ways be cut off. 

Building Commissioner Smith insists that there 
should be outside fire escapes or inside enclosed, 
non-combustible stairways. 

There are differences of opinion within the 
School Board, and some ignorance concerning pre- 
cautions. Director Cullinane thinks wrongfully 
‘that the board followed the advice of experts, and 
put. fireproof inside stairways in all the old 
buildings, 

Director Simon says ~ is in svi: of fire es- 
capes for all buildings which are not fireproof. 
He will find that several old ouildings are not 
fireproof, and have neither non-combustible 
stairways nor fire escapes. 

Director Clarkson is ander the :mpression, with 
the other directors mentioned, that the board is 
now remodeling the old buildings and putting in 
concrete stairways, which are needed. 

But President Moore stands pat on the fire drill 
as the only dependence for safety, and declares 
that the board has done everything required by 
experts. He says that it has not put in fire es- 
capes of any kind, tecause the Fire Prevention 
Bureau which was psid by the board to inspect 
the schools and make recommendations, did not 
advise them. He says they complied with all the 
conditions of the Fire Prevention Bureau. 

But Chief Inspector Henley says the Fire Pre- 
vention Bureau paid no attention to fire escapes 
or the construction or material of the stairways. 
but devoted its investigations ard recommenda- 
tions wholly to such things ag boilers, wiring, gas 
pipes and combustible material in basements and 
furnace rooms. 
not to protect lives after fires have started. 

So we find some confusion o® mind and ignor- 
ance with respect to conditions in the old school 
houses, and what the board has done, even on the 
part of President Moore. ‘Would it not be at 
least a wise precaution for him, as well as the 
other directors, personally to inspect the buildings 
and see what is needed to be done to give the 
children the benefit of all possible protection. 

Granting that the fire drill is most dependable 
when the stairways can be used, it must be ad- 
mitted that wooden stairways do sometimes catch 
fire. If the wooden stairways in an old school 
building should ‘catch fire before the children 
could be drilled out, what would happen? 

We submit this question to President Moore 
and his associates.
